KENDALL BALLARD’S KANE MAVERICK 


The interesting story on an aluminum Maverick 

was submitted by Kendall Ballard of Rexburg, Idaho. 
The piece was found in St.Anthony, Idaho. (It is 
listed as #STAN-20 in Schell’s catalog of Idaho 
tokens.) Kendall tapped his favorite source of 
local information concerning the history. 


John Kane played baseball for the Chicago Whitesox. 
After the great ‘‘Baseball Scandal’’ of the teens, 
he and four other players settled in St.Anthony, 
Kane marrying a local girl and opening a pool hall. 
One of the other players moved to Blackfoot, and 
eventually the other three returned to the East. 
Kane, through his promotions(as well as some pocket 
money side bets) made local baseball as exciting 

as in any major league city. He died in 1934 and 
is buried in the St.Anthony City Cemetery 





Editors Note: It is interesting to note that this 


is the largest 10¢ piece I have seen. Perhaps Mr. Kane 
did everything in a big way.

a collector who bought a set of such items, and was so discouraged at 
finding this out, he dropped out of collecting completely. I wish 
never to see this happen again, and wish to provide this aforementioned 
service of METCA. 


Lest we rush to our 2 X 2’s in haste, bear in mind there are modern 
pieces, as well as very well preserved early pieces. I myself have a 
‘10 year old octagonal proof-like.aluminum piece that looks like it 
was made this morning, yet it came out of a trunk that was not opened 
for 43 years ! CAVEAT EMPTOR. and good hunting!

INSTRUCTIONS FOR MAKING TOKEN & MEDAL IMPRESSION BOARDS 
by WILLIAM H. CLAPPER 


You will need: ‘4th Yard of felt: 2 hardwood boards 4’’ wide by 8’’ 
long; 4 screw type clamps and some carpet tacks. 


Instructions: Cut the felt in half and fold each piece several times 
in order to get from 4 to 6 thicknesses. 


Next, take each folded piece and tack one end to the end of the board. 
Pull tight and tack to the other end of the board. Repeat the same 
process with the other board. 


—— = 


You are now ready to make impressions. Fold a sheet of paper in half 
and wet thoroughly under the water faucet. Lay the paper over the 

felt pad of one of the boards (the other half of the paper should 
temporarily lay over the other felt padded board). Now lay your tokens 
or medals on the wet paper and fold the other half of the paper over 
the top of the tokens or medals. Now lay the other board (felt side 
against the paper) over the tokens. Clamp each corner tight and allow 
the impressions to set and dry (about 15 to 25 minutes). 


Next you will need some crushed pencil lead (I use charcoal chalk). 


When you have opened the impression. boards you will have perfect 
impressions. While you will raise only the top board at first you will 
reverse the procedure. Raise the top board and dip your finger in the 
crushed pencil lead or chalk and rub over the top of the paper (do not | 
remove the tokens or medals - - they must be in place to get proper ) 
rubbings). Once you have rubbed the lead over the top place the board 

back over the tokens or medals and holding tight turn the boards over. 

Now you will be raising the top board (which was the bottom board) and 

again rubbing crushed lead over the impressions. 


Now you can remove the medals or tokens and you have your impressions. 





Publishers Note: I lightly rubbed the above impressions that Bill sent 
me with a Colitho pencil (available at any art store). The resultant 
rubbing was so clear that I was able to use it as line copy from which 
an offset printing plate was made. 


For those of you who are looking for an inexpensive way to illustrate 
books and catalogs, this method will eliminate cost of halftone 
photography and can be done by any ‘ ‘Quick Print’’ shop. These shops 
are in almost any city and will do business by mail.

INCUSE AND UNIFACE 
It seems that there are quite a few token collectors 
who do not know the meaning of the word ‘‘incuse’’ 
when reading token descriptions. Perhaps the tokens 
illustrated here will explain. A token with ‘‘incuse’ 
lettering on, it; signifies, that. all. or, portions. of: the 
wording are stamped or cut into the surface of it, 
rather than raised, as in most tokens. Most incuse 
tokens are of a standard die, with the denomination 
in the center being in raised letters, as in most of 
these specimines, courtesy of Frank Beam. These tokens 
are all uniface pieces, meaning they have a blank 


reverse or wording on one side only, 





Note: Since these tokens are all mavericks, we are 
sure Mr. Beam would appreciate any information 
leading to their identity. 


“*GIMME TWO SKIGGERS’* 
BY CALVIN C. WOODS 


Several years ago, while rummaging through a mess 
of trade checks’ found in an old tavern, I came 
upon an old brass token issued by one Karl G. 
Ramberg of Rush City, Minnesota. When [I read the 
reverse legend I got quite:'a shock. Instead of the 
usual" "Good for Se 2a trade). 1t" simply? read 
TWO SKIGGERS, and in the center 2S. After mulling 
this terse’ statement: over for some time’ I° tenta- 
tively concluded that this was a saloon-keeper’s 
private expression for a shot of whisky or the 
bike; . ascents) Gimme two skiggers of rye!’’* 


This interpretation was knocked into a cocked hat 
some months later when I found Karl G. Ramberg 

listed in the 1901 Polks Directory as operating a 
GENERAL STORE in Rush City. No saloon-keeper was he. 
But what in a general store was a SKIGGER? I asked 
the library, many of my token friends, and my mother, 
who was raised not ten miles from Rush City at the 
turn of the century. I drew a complete blank. 


I had almost forgotten this little teaser when an 
office colleague stopped at my desk to ask: ‘‘What’s 
a skigger?’’ He dropped in my hand a small brass 
token he had found in an antique shop, knowing that 
I collected them,. and the reverse read simply: ONE 
SKIGGER, and in the center, 18S. It had been issued 
by The Peoples’ Store of Parkers Prairie, Minnesota, 
about 120 miles as the crow flies from Rush City. 





The question is still unanswered..What’s: a Skigger??

SALOON ?? 





It seems any token with the word Saloon on it is hot property these 
days. Most saloon pieces however, did not have the word ‘‘Saloon’’ on 
them. Most appear with the words of the proprietor only, or as Clubs, 
Buffets, Bars, Liquor houses, etc. which at first glance appear as 
modern words such as tavern, lounge, etc, 


An exampie is R.L. Polk’s Butte(Montana) City Directory, 1915, where, 
under the ‘‘Saloon’’ category at the back I found the following break- 
down: 86 Proprietor’s names only, 2 Clubs, 6 Hotels, 2 Liquor Houses, 
5 Buffets, 2 Proper Names (The Abby, etc), 15 Saloons and 17 Bars. 
Note that there were more stated Bars than Saloons! So before unload- 
ing that Buffet Token, thinking it was a restaurant with a smorgasbord, 
check it out; you may have more ‘‘Saloon’’ tokens than you thought.

Ever jump to conclusions about a maverick? I did with this 
one. At first glance I thought I had discovered a ship token. 
Fortunately, the person I obtained it from, knew exactly what 
1t was. 


It is from Highland, Illinois, and was issued by the Helvetia 
Sharp Shooters. This organization once held shooting matches, 
had a bowling alley, and obviously, a bar. The tokens were 
used in connection with the bowling alley, but had to be re- 
deemed at the bar. 


Why Helvetia? The town of Highland is not a Scotch settlement, 

as the name would indicate. It was founded in 1831 by Dr. 

Casper Koepfli, who led a group of people from Suree, 

Switzerland to Madison County, Illinois. They called their 

farming settlement New Switzerland. By 1840, when the Post 

Office was established, the name had become Helvetia, the Latin 

name for Switzerland. On December 15, 1843, the name was 

officially changed to Highland. Not because of Scottish influ- 

ences, but because the site was located at the highest point 

in Madison County, However, much of the Swiss tradition survived. ‘ 


This token was in use before 1915, and there could be other 
varieties to be found. The Helvetia Sharp Shooters still have t 
meetings, although they no longer have shooting matches. 


Highland today is far from being a Swiss farming settlement. It 
is now a small industrial community, and the home of many well | 
known companies. 


I am indebted to Mr. Dick Buchman, of Highland (and as any 
baseball buff would recall, formerly with the St. Louis Federals 
of the old Federal Baseball League) for the information about 
the token. 


A SKIGGER IS.... 


We had two fine responses to the article ‘‘What’s a Skigger?’’ 
by Calvin Woods. 


Byron Johnson tells us that they were.used as push money, or 
commissions given to store clerks for selling hard-to-sell 
items. Assuming this to be the case, the skigger tokens were 
given to store employees to keep track of the skigs or com- 
missions they had earned. 


Bill Clapper informs us that Skiggers were used as premiums 
mostly by General Merchandise stores. A certain amount brought 
so many Skiggers which could be redeemed when enough were 
obtained for the premium that the customer wanted. They were 
generally used in Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, North Dakota and 
South Dakota.

COLORADO FAKES AND REPRODUCTIONS 
By James Andrews 


Most Colorado fakes and reproductions were made as, tourist souvenirs. AS 
they change hands, eventually, they are offered as authentic material. 
Collectors should be alerted as attempts have been made to’ make them look 
old. The most obvious clue to their origin is the lettering style and 
token size usually modern. They do not resemble old tokens. 


Two aluminum examples are from Tin Cup. They are exact reproductions of 
tokens used by Sim La Plant & Co. and by Frenchy’s Place. It is not 
likely the collector will aquire an original as they are very rare. 


Three fakes from the same source all feature the names of mining companies. 
Two are redeemable in gold. It never happened that way. Hardrock miners 
would never accept wages other than in hard cash. Square Dance Mining Co. 
of Central City, Empire City Mines at Empire, and Eagle Nest Mine from 
Black Hawk are common and easy to find. 


The Palace Hotel Bar at Cripple Creek and Murphy’s Saloon from Victor are 
both imprinted ‘‘good for one shot of red eye’’. Attempts have been made 
to age the tokens by artificial means. Thousands of both were made. 


Leadville’s Topic Saloon first opened it’s doors in 1890. The fake carries 
that date. It is a large token made in the modern style. 


The first bawdy house token to be faked is the Silver Dollar Hotel example 
of Denver. Usually offered at high prices, these popular pieces of fakery 
have been stamped out by the thousands. There are a number of different 
variations. 


Reproductions from Silverton, Red Mountain and possibly other mining camps 
in that area could turn up. The method of manufacture is obvious. They are 
castings of originals and ment to be made into cuff links and tie clasps. A 
few got away and were never used for that purpose. 


As new collectors become interested in merchant tokens there will be more 
attempts to defraud the unwary. Tokens are inexpensive to produce so it is 
important to recognize material that may be offered. It is unfortunate but 
is a situation we will have to live with. A constant flow of information 
between collectors concerning these spurious items will do much to preserve 
our hobby.

FORT LEONARD WOOD POST EXCHANGE 
AND NCO CLUB TOKENS AND CHITS 


By SSG Ray Bows 


Fort Leonard Wood, Missouri was named in honor of General Leonard E. Wood, 
soldier, statesman, surgeon and medal of honor winner during the Indian 
wars. Fort Leonard Wood was established as a basic training center in 1940. 


During World War II the post exchange issued chits which could be borrowed 
after the 10th day of the month, the amount being deducted from a man’ s 
pay the following payday. The coupons were issued in 1¢ white; 2¢ orange; 
5¢ white; 10¢ yellow; and 25¢ white. It is believed by this writer. that 
only cancelled samples of this issue have survived to this day. These 
sample examples were stamped VOID in blue over black printing that reads 
POST EXCHANGE/FORT LEONARD WOOD/MISSOURI. 


The post exchange ran a bus line to the town of Waynesville, some three 
miles from the post. The white metal bus tokeh shown below was used on the 
bus line and was GOOD FOR ONE FARE. In Waynesville soldiers could transfer 
to civilian buses bound for Springfield, Rolla or St. Louis. 





In March 1941 the Army Engineer Replacement Training Center (ERTC) was 
organized under General U.S, Grant III. The NCO Club token shown here was 
issued by the ERTC and was used until 1946 when the post became a * ‘shost 
town’’ 





Fort Leonard Wood reopened in August 1950 and was assigned the mission of 
training troops for service in Korea. By the early 60’s the fort was the 
Army’s largest training center. Chits were issued by both the NCO and 
officers open messes. Several series have been issued in 5¢, 10¢, and 25¢ 
denominations.

FORT LEONARD WOOD (CONTINUED) 


Two series of post exchange tokens have been issued at the post since it 
reopened in 1950. The first series bear the words VALUE WHEN RETURNED WITH 
BOTTLE, these were issued in 25¢, 75¢,and 80¢ denominations. These tokens 
were originally given to post exchange customers when they purchased soft 
drinks and beer in returnable bottles. The PX charged more of a deposit 

than did merchants in Waynesville and it was felt that customers might 
attempt to return bottles to the exchange which had been purchased elsewhere. 
This could have proven profitable to any unscrupulous customers therefore 

it was mandatory that tokens accompany the bottles when they were returned 
for refund. 
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Later deposit fees were more or less equal to that of the town’s merchants 
and the aluminum tokens were discontinued for this purpose. 


When this writer arrived at Fort Leonard Wood in November 1967, bottle 
deposit tokens were being used but for an entirely different purpose. 
Customers bringing empty bottles to the exchange turned them in as they 
entered and were given tokens which were honored at the cashiers check out 
counter against purchases. The old 25¢, 75¢, and 80¢ tokens were used for 
this purpose as well as new 5¢ and 75¢ tokens bearing the legend BOTTLE 
RETURN REDEEMABLE VALUE. These tokens circulated solely within the exchange. 
They were discontinued in February 1968. 





It is strange that 75¢ and 80¢ denominations were issued. Perhaps they 
were at one time used for a special keg or case of bottles.

NEWPORT SALOON - CRIPPLE CREEK, COLORADO 
by Don Cary and Jim Wright 





The Newport Saloon was located at 4th and Bennett Avenue, in the Mining 
Exchange Building (later Elks Building) next door to G.R. Lewis and Company 
Rexall Drug Store. The Bar was up front with gambling in back. In 1904 a 
man named Grant Crumley owned the Saloon. 


Sam Strong, owner of the Strong Mine on Battle Mountain at Victor, was a 
muleskinner who became a millionaire. He was a poor drinker and a worse 
loser. One night in the Newport he lost $2,000.00 playing roulette, which 
he paid for by I.0:U.’s. Next day claiming the wheel had been ‘faxed?’ , 
he offered to settle for $200.00 but Crumley refused. The two men were 
bitter enemies. 


A few weeks later still owing Crumley the $2,000.00, Strong stopped in the 
Newport and won $300.00 on the wheel. Leaving, he stopped at the bar and 
said to Crumley, ‘‘Your wheel must have been honest tonight.’’ An alter- 
cation followed and Strong reached in his pocket for his 38. Crumley 
reached under the bar and shot Strong with a sawed off shot gun, in the 
head and chest. 


So, at the tender age of 40, Sam Strong lay dead on the floor of the Newport 
Saloon for welching on a gambling debt. He left a cool $1, 000, 000. 00 to his 
young widow. (The Strong mine on Battle Mountain produced $13,000, 000.00 in 
golu.) Although Crumley was the leader of the infamous ‘ ‘Crumley Gang’’. 

he claimed self defense, and had several witnesses and was freed. 


The token is Alum, Round and 24MM.

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MORE NOTES ON FAKES AND REPRODUCTIONS 
By Jane Keel 


Collectors of Oklahoma and especially Indian Territory tokens need to be on 
the watch for tokens that are considered ‘*fake’’, ‘‘controversial’’. or 
‘“‘souvenir’’ pieces. Indian traders had to have a government license before 


opening and operating a trading post in Indian Territory and the records of 
these still remain today. 


One well-known set of octagonal brass tokens, that aren’t accepted by 
Oklahoma token collectors as genuine, is the ‘‘SILAS BASS/GUNS/GEN. /MDSE. / 
KEOTA, I.T.’’. There are, in fact, two sets of these, both very similar in 
appearance, with the main differences in size of lettering and size and style 
of numerals. One set has a toothed border while the other is beaded.

Another rather handsome-appearing brass token is ‘ ‘EAGLE TOWN/INDIAN TERR.’’ 
with an Indian in feather headdress on the obverse and ‘‘LEE’S TRADING POST/ 
GOOD/FOR/$1.00/IN TRADE’’ on the reverse. 


The foregoing appear aged but little or no wear. In fact, Silas Bass tokens 
that I have seen even show some lustre. No one has ever been able to offer 
conclusive or concrete evidence that these are genuine. Some have good 
stories but they are always rather vague and mention a person whose name 
they’ re not at liberty to give out, who said they were authentic. 


P.K. Anderson, Past-President of A.N.A. and now deceased, along with Bill Dale, 
past-curator of Oklahoma Historical Society, searched all records thoroughly 
and found no Silas Bass or Lee’s Trading Post registered or licensed. 


A few years ago, the advice from a friend was to ‘‘steer clear’’ of a certain 
‘$9.00 Little Chief’’ token. ‘‘Ask for certification’’ was suggested and this 
might be a good course to follow when any questionable merchandise is offered. 


Considering it costs only pennies to make a token and most metal I.T. tokens 
have an asking price in the neighborhood of $10.00 or up, it is wise to know 
your dealer, his merchandise or both. It is of considerable help to the novice 
collector to have a trusted friend or two who has collected for a number of 


years in his chosen field. His experience, advice and knowledge are gems that 
money can’t buy! 


Supposedly, there’s a white metal 5¢ attributed to the 101 Ranch that collectors 
need to be careful about. There may be other spurious issues not known to this 
writer. Information relative to the infamous airplane tokens of Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Nebraska which appeared in the A.V.A. Journal (date and issue not known) 
would also be of benefit to all METCA members. Anyone having this information 
would be doing a service by sending it to the publisher of Trade Token Topics.

TOKENS ARE WHERE YOU FIND THEM

Every trade token collector, it seems, has his favorite story or stories 
about how he found certain tokens in his collection. We all have our 
various sources such as Antique shops, second-hand stores, rummage sales, 
etc. but every once in awhile we make a discovery under unusual circum- 
stances. This article is written in the hopes that other collectors will 
write of their favorite ‘‘token find’’ under unusual conditions. 


Until ancther one comes along, the foregoing is one of the most unusual 
token find stories I have ever heard. Seems a certain Oregon collector 
left his card with a possible source and when the party did contact hin, 
he related that the one token he found was pushed out of a hole in his 
yard by a mole. The token turned out to be from a very scarce town. 


Several years ago, my oldest son observed some folks in the process of 
moving from their home. As he watched from across the street, the 
husband loaded his family into the car and paused briefly to throw 
something from his car window. After they drove off, my boy went across 
the street, kicked some gravel aside and found a token from Salem, 
Oregon. . 


Other not ordinary finds include the collector from Southern Washington 
who spent all day in a town looking for tokens without success only to 
find the man sitting next to him at the bar that evening had an Alaskan 
token in his wallet. Needless to say, this collector promptly added the 
token to his collection. 


An antique dealer once told this collector he would call him as soon as 
he found any tokens. The call was received and after going to the antique 
shop, I noticed the tokens were neatly mounted under plastic. It seems 
they had sat in his window for two weeks before he called. Turned out it 
was an oldbartender’s collection of 61 pieces with not a token after 
1905. All were from various saloons in the old original part of Seattle. 


And so the finds are not always made in the usual manner. Perhaps you 
may have a story on an unusual find and would share it with your fellow 
collectors in METCA.

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THE WOMEN SALOON-KEEPERS OF SAN FRANCISCO-1902 
By Richard F..Herberg 


The stories behind the tokens in my collection of San Francisco, California 
firm trade checks are numerous, and to me the most interesting part of the 
hobby. I recently acquired a Maverick and research has disclosed that it 

was issued for use at a saloon operated by Mrs. M. Brekle at 2930 Fulton 
Street, from 1902 until the Quake and Fire of 1906. Further research shows 
that in San Francisco in 1902 there were close to 2,000 saloons listed in 

the city directory. Of these only 83 were operated by women saloon-keepers, 
less than five percent of the total. Seventy-two were listed as married, 

and only eleven were listed as single. Over one-third of the 83 had names 

of Irish extraction. Most of these saloons were in residential neighborhoods, 
very few in what was in 1902 a business or commercial district; and probably 
all were small establishments. To find a saloon token about seventy years 
old, and of a saloon operated by a woman, is a rarity indeed. Mrs. M. Brekle’s 
saloon was located near the famous Golden Gate Park on Fulton Street near 

one of the entrances to this park at Sixth Avenue. She must have done a 

good weekend and holiday business, until the Quake and Fire of 1906 when 
Golden Gate Park was used by hundreds of refugees.

Another token used by a saloon of a much later date, when the use of the 
word ‘saloon ‘ was outlawed by California law, is the token issued by mrs. 
‘Patty Sullivan for use in her club at 970 Sutter Street, San Francisco, 
California. Patty established this bar in 1939 and operated it until 1957, 
a period of eighteen years, using the name of ‘‘Patty’s Club’’ and ‘‘Patty’s 
970 Sutter Club.’’ This bar was going as late as 1961 and called the 
‘‘Idlewood Lounge’’. These two saloon tokens are to date the only two I 
have been able to secure any information on, of saloons operated by women 
in San Francisco. 


On the other side of the coin; I have obtained a token issued by a male for 
a beauty shop. Mr. Guy S. Bundy ran the ‘ ‘Frederic’ s Beauty Salon,’’ loca- 
ted at 2379 Mission Street in San Francisco in 1939-1940, just-before the 
Second World War. This token made of Aluminum had on the reverse: Good for 
One Manicure. It was made by the Irvine-Jachens Company of San Francisco, 
as was the one used by ‘ ‘Patty’s 970 Club.’’ The maker of Mrs. M. Brekle’s 
saloon token was J C. Irvine, forerunner of the Irvine-Jachens Company. 
These three tokens are, to say the least, unusual and most interesting, and 
proves that research on Mavericks is the key to getting the most out of 

our hobby.

Thule Kap York, 500 on this token is for 500 @re or five Danish Kroner. 
(Ed.Note: Mr. Anderson can identify the complete set.) All tokens are 
aluminum with a holed center. They were issued by Komiteen (Committee) 
for Kap York Stationen Thule. This was a mission and trading post estab- 
lished at Thule, Greenland in 1910 by Knud Rasmussen. This is on Green- 
land’s northernmost west coast. This area was a private territory until 
August 1, 1937 when the district was incorporated into the rest of 
Greenland. The original town has been moved, and our large Air Force base 


is nearby the present Thule. I have three different catalog listings 
on the tokens of Greenland. 


MAVERICK # 145 by HORACE M. MOSER, METCA #31 


This Riedt Store Token was issued by the Riedt Stores Co. which had 
stores in various coal towns in northeastern Oklahoma. Mrs. C.B.Allen 
of Madill, Okla. said that on September 21, 1964 the ‘‘Riedt Store’’ 
Sign was still on the front of a building in Hartshorne, Okla. The 
stores were founded in Indian Territory, 1899. The $1.00, 50¢ and 25¢ 
pieces read J.A.Riedt, Pres. in longhand on obverse side. The 5¢ and 
10¢ pieces did not contain this signature. 


MAVERICK # 76 by HARRY SAILOR, METCA #5 


A batch of these tokens were ordered from a manufacturer and then used 
in a ‘dice game’ by a bar owner in Red Lake Falls, Minnesota. He used 
these tokens in 1942. I have about a hundred of these that I received 
from him. He is still in business, but no more dice games. The num- 
bers 50, 400 are on each token.

One day I was not feeling up to par so my husband went to a coin show 
alone. When he returned he was carrying a big box. He had stopped in 
a tavern on the way home: and asked if they had ever used tokens. The 
bartender handed him a big cardboard box full of sweepings and said it 
contained a few tokens and that he would have to take the box, trash and 
all to get the tokens. We looked through the junk and found at least a 


dozen tokens to add to our collection. 


Ever since then I just love to take a Saturday and go to another town 
(or several if time permits) and look for tokens in various business 
places. It is an inexpensive and pleasant way to spend a day. The ma- 
jority of the merchants are cooperative although a few will look at you 
as though you are an escapee from a mental institution. We find that 
many proprietors will express an interest and even take time to hunt up 
something for you or give you. a good lead. We find it is a good way to 
unwind, meet people, and in general enjoy ourselves.

GUT FUR EIN GLAS, EIN LITER or EIN HUMPEN 
by SSG Ray Bows METCA #81 


Of all the products that Germany produces and consumes, probably the 
best known and most liked is beer. Beer of one kind or another has been 
made in some countries as far back as recorded history extends. It is 
the Germans who are responsible for what is commonly known, in the Uni- 
ted States, as lager beer. Beer has been an essential part of the Ger- 
man’s diet for centuries. 


In Germany a town of any consequence has its brewery. Around the turn 
of the century these breweries issued their employees a beer ration. 
The conditions governing this free beer issue varied from brewery to 
brewery; however in most cases the beer had to be consumed at the brew- 
ery (brauhaus or brauerei) and beer allotments had to be consumed the 
day of issue. 

In many breweries one wall would be covered with mugs each marked with 
a number. Each worker would turn in the token issued to him for that 
day and fill his mug at the employees’ beer keg. Rations varied and 
were as little as 1 glas or as much as 2 or 3 liters per day depending 
on the brewery. It is almost certain that change was made in tokens. 
Some different types and denominations are illustrated here. 
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kens were non-transferable. An ornate mug (humpen) or unusual glass 
(glas) often appears on tokens, while agtnely or emblems are illustrated 
on others. 

With the knowledge of a dozen words of German, a new area of collecting 
can open up to those who are interested. Next time you snap the cap on 
a can of cold beer, remember that 75 years ago beer was drawn from a

THE STORY OF THE LEATHER DOLLAR 
by Agnar Wahlberg, METCA #183 


Numismatically speaking, the Eastern United States coinage history has 
been well documented, starting with the early settlers carrying on their 
trade with the Indians through the use of wampum and beaver skins, and 

in the case of Virginia, tobacco being the medium of exchange. Then 
going through the transition of foreign coins, tokens from England and 
Ireland, continuing with the accepted use of the Spanish milled dollar, 
or pieces of eight. becoming the standard throughout the Colonial period 
and ending of course with the Colonies issuing their own coins and final- 
ly the establishment of official coinage and the building of the various 
mints by the government. 


During the same time so far as the Western portion of the United States 
was concerned, however, this period is pretty much of a blank where stu- 
dents of numismatics are concerned. Little has been found and documented 
as to how it operated. 


In the beginning the West was sort of a buffer zone between the Russians 
to the North and the Spaniards to the South. With the demise of the ot- 
ter and seal fur industry, the Russians sold out to John A. Sutter (of 
gold discovery fame) and left, leaving only the vast land grants to the 
South in operation. This was the era of the great Spanish land grants 
and sprawling ranchos, where raising cattle was the way of life. Such 
was the situation when Mexican rule began, which found the Missions and 
a few ranchos tanning leather, working it into rawhide and using tallow 
for candles and soap, Even consuming only the choicest cuts of beef a- 
mong themselves, supply soon outstripped demand and hides and tallow 
piled up. 


This was the condition found by John McCulloch and William E.P.Hartnell, 
two representatives of John Begg and Company of England, when they ar- 
rived on the scene. They soon formed a partnership known as McCulloch- 
Hartnell and negotiated a long-term monopoly of California trade. They 
contracted to take all hides offered at $1.00 per hide and set similar 
prices for tallow. The $1.00 per hide soon became the medium of exchange, 
thus stabilizing the trade with the Eastern portion of the United States, 
exemplified by the New England traders bringing ‘civilized’ goods to the 
West in exchange’ for the newly-found hides and tallow. These ships lying 
offshore from the ports of San Pedro and San Diego literally served as 
‘department stores’ displaying the luxuries of foreign lands and receiving 
in return these partially cleaned, dried and folded ‘leather dollars’ as 
payment therefor. About this time the old Spanish Trail came into being 
and over this route a regular caravan trade soon developed, finally cul- 
minating with the movement of beef ‘on the hoof’ eastwardly. This, to- 
gether with the discovery of gold in 1849, opened up the West and from 
thence forth it followed the course of the rest of the country. 


Symbolic of this bit of early history and in commemoration of the 200th 
anniversary of the State of California, a limited supply of 3,000 lea- 
ther dollars was issued by a local banking institution, one of which is 
illustrated herewith.

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ODD- SHAPED TRADE TOKENS OF. KENTUCKY 
by Stanley L. Buckley, METCA #220 


Among the many places that have issued trade tokens in this country, no 

area seems to compare to Northern Kentucky for the many odd shapes that 

seem to be native only to this section. This is perhaps due to the fact 
that most of them were produced by the National Band and Tag Co. of New- 
port, Kentucky. Wright & Son of Cincinnati, Ohio also produced them for 
this area but did not seem to go into many of the odd types. 


Northern Kentucky is comprised of the three counties of Campbell, Boone 
and Kenton situated across the Ohio River from Cincinnati, Ohio. 


These tokens were used to promote trade by taverns and bars of the area 
from the end of Prohibition until after World War II. They were issued 
by means of a dice game, known locally as Poker Dice and Ping Pong. The 
end of wide-open gambling possibly had much to do with the end of their 
use. So popular was the game that it took the time of one man alone to 
operate it. With the revenue from the gambling gone, it proved too ex- 
pensive for most taverns. 


They were known at the time of their use as ‘Beer Chips’ and-not trade 
tokens and are still called by that name when they come to light. There 
are still a few fraternal organizations and private clubs that use them. 
but they are few and the days of the wide use of tokens in this area 
seem to be gone. 


Listed here and on the cover are a few of the odd types: 





MAVERICK #311 
San Andres De La Sierra, Mexico 
by John L. Cross, METCA #125 


Maverick #311 is a token for merchandise at the mine store, within the 
bounds or limits of 2 (centavos probably, but may be pesos.) San An- 
dres is a mining and lumber town and developing other industrial busi- 
nesses in the Sierra Madre Occidental Mountains of Chihuahua, Mexico. 
The town of San Andres is located about one hour and 25 minutes by rail 
(Chihuahua Al Pacifico) from the city of Chihuahua in a southwesterly 
direction. There are also railroad shops there. 


CIGARETTE TOKENS 
by. John Calhoun, METCA #88 


METCA Maverick #202 (identified by the author last month -Ed.) is a 
Cigarette Token. This token was used in 1¢ slot machines that were 
popular in the late 1920’s and early 1930’s. The slot machine player 
put a penny in the slot and pulled the handle; if he got certain combi- 
nations on the machine, such as two cherries and a bar, three of a 
kind or five of a kind, the machine would pay off in tokens redeemable 
for one, two,three, five, or ten packs of cigarettes, depending upon 
the combination won on the slot machine. There were not too many win- 
ners, however. JI have one of these slot machines; it is in good wor- 
king order but does not pay off very often. When I have a few pennies, 
I play it --- it makes an ideal bank. 


MAVERICK #119 


by Donald Anderson, METCA #179 


Wildwood Park was a large, very popular amusement park located on the 
southeast shores of White Bear Lake, Minnesota. This park existed from 
the late 1890’s until 1937. It is now the most prime area of houses 
and property on the lake shores. This park was located inthe town of 
Lincoln until 1933. At that time, the area was incorporated into the 
village of Mahtomedi. The token pictured is from the earlier 1900’ s, 
so should be listed as Lincoln, ‘Minnesota. 

When my wife was a little tot in the 1930’ s, she fondly remembers the 
good times going out to the park-by streetcar. At that time it was an 
all-day journey. Now it is a close-in suburb of St.Paul. My supervi- 
sor at 3M Co. worked at Wildwood Park Summertimes from the time he was 
twelve years old until he Was seventeen. I contacted the real estate 
agent in Mahtomedi regarding park history. He too worked there when he 
was. a teenager.

IDENTIFICATION GUIDE FOR VIRGIN ISLANDS TOKENS 
by Gerard A. McLellan, METCA #243 


Merchant tokens in the Virgin Islands were issued between 1888 and 1892. 
At this time the coins from many nations circulated in the Virgin Islands. 
All of these countries were on the gold standard, with the exception of 
Mexico which kept to the silver standard. Merchants could easily make 
change for the coins of the different countries who were on the gold 
standard, but had to make change for the Mexican coins according to their 
Silver content. Thus the merchants had tokens made in values in accor- 
dance with the Mexican silver coins. Identification of these tokens is 
simple. All of the Virgin Islands merchant tokens have one or more of 
the below-listed words or initials. I hope this listing will aid some 

of you who have one of these tokens but are unsure of its origin.

SHERROD - GUNNISON COUNTY, COLORADO 


by Don Cary, METCA #169 and 
Jim Wright, METCA #129 


Listed in official list of postoffices 1901 through 1907 


The town of Sherrod was located 200 feet off the Colorado & Southern 
tracks just past the little town of Woodstock, in Quartz Creek Valley in 
Gunnison County. The Colorado & Southern Railway Co. built a 200 foot 
spur to reach the settlement of Sherrod, so named because of William 
Sherrod who owned and operated mining property in the vicinity. The spur 
was built because of a short-lived mining boom in 1903. Good gold ore, 
‘running as high as $1700 a ton, was found here in the late summer of 1903 
by W. Sherrod. By September of 1903, fifty tents were pitched and sev- 
eral permanent buildings were erected, including the Saloon of J.A.Duran 
and a man named Brooks. 


Located at nearly 11,000 feet altitude, Sherrod was another camp that 
King Winter beat. Snow prohibited work in the winter. With a short work 
season and the ores giving out after a short time, the town of Sherrod 
was virtually a ghost town by 1907. Brooks and Duran ran their saloon 
in 1904 and 1905, located a few feet off the C & S rightaway. 


The token, shown below, is aluminum, octagon, and 25% mm.

Recently I found a token at a coin show. It wasn’t cheap but it was a sa- 
loon token reading ‘Harry Jones Saloon, Penn Ave. R5 Scranton, Pa.’ It was 
rusty looking and pretty badly scratched up like it might have been rubbed 
on gravel or the like. I wrote to a friend about my find, and back came a 
whole set from-that area of Pennsylvania, all brand new fakes including the 
one I had been taken on. However he explained that the ‘R5’ was not Rt 5 
but was ‘RS’ for RESTRIKE.

FANTASY: 


Collectors of I.T. tokens seem to be the target of makers of fantasies. 
The most recent discovery of a fantasy or modern set of. tokens was made 

by Del Ford, METCA #194, at a recent flea market. It is not known if 
these have been advertised and in all probability are not claimed as old 
by a dealer handling them. , 

At the particular market that Mr. Ford attended, several ele were sel- 
ling them at various prices from $3.00 per set up to as much as $20.00 per 
set. One dealer said he might be able to furnish as many as 40 sets. 


These are : pou: brass, and have the usual appearance of modern tokens 
with the attempt of making them appear old and worn. The obverse wording 
is ‘ADA/MERCANTILE/CO. /ADA, I.T.’ Reverse is ‘GOOD FOR/ (50, 25,10,5 or 1¢) 
IN TRADE.’ No research has been made to see if Ada Mercantile Co. could 
actually have existed prior to statehood but it seems very unlikely that 
these particular tokens are restrikes. They have a modern look that can’t 
be covered up with the attempted efforts to make them appear old. That is 
why these tokens are labeled ‘fantasy’ rather than ‘reproduction.’ 


In my opinion, the only reason for a collector to have reproductions or 
fantasies in a collection is to help him identify them from genuine tokens. 


This could save much disappointment and discouragement in collecting tokens.

NORE NOTES ON THE PENNSYLVANIA RESTRIKES: 
(AS apscrhed in the October METCA Monitor by Charles Robinson) 


As in most cases, a collector or Dealer feels he is bringing back old mem- 
ories of the past by having some legitimate restrike or fantasy tokens 
made, such as the six aluminum, 21 mm Saloon tokens from Pennsylvania. 

The writer was one of the first people contacted, being a collector of 
Saloon tokens, and was offered the set of fantasy tokens with the initials 
RS, denoting RESTRIKE, for a very nominal trade offer. The originator of 
these tokens did not pass them off as genuine. However, as in 95% of the 
cases it is always the 2nd or 3rd go-round that the term Restrike gets left 
out of the conversation and the word ‘genuine’ seems to take its place. 
This is now the case, whereby some unscrupulous dealers and collectors are 
passing off these tokens as genuine.

RESTRIKE: 


Within the last year, a very deceptive restrike has been introduced to 
the token market. The original obverse die was used, while a very close 
copy of the reverse was made, with no markings to distinguish from the 
original. The original Canteen Bar tokens were made in copper, while the 
restrikes were made in bronze and silver. It will be up to the collector 
to be able to identify bronze from copper, or to note the slight differ- 
ences in the reverse diework.' I’m sure that we will see these offered 

as originals in the near future, possibly with ‘‘age and wear.’’ I con- 
sider the making of these restrikes to be very uncalled for, and this 
should serve as a good example of what can happen when token dies fall 
into the wrong hands. The originals are worth from $25 to $35, and the 
restrikes are being sold at $2.50 for the bronze, and $10 for the sil- 
ver. I think that $1.50 for the pair would be excessive. Please be 
alert for unusual offerings of the Canteen Bar tokens, and take notice 
of reverse differences below.

The bright brass tokens, made to look old,are definitely fakes and the 
unscrupulous dealer, that sold as genuine, is now on the suspect list. 

At one time, this dealer was known to be quite reputable but for the cost 
of approximately $40.00 to $60.00 and a profit of about $500.00, he has 
jeopardized his whole operation.

Indian and post trader tokens are the true pioneers of the opening of 
this country west of the Mississippi. These are very similar to the mo- 
dern and more common trade checks of recent years. One restrike is defi- 
nitely known. It is not known how long these have been around or if they 
have been advertised on the open market. The original is yellow brass, 
25 mm, reeded edge and some of the lines of the legend are curved or un- 
dulating, as shown below: 
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The reproduction is bronze, 25 mm, plain edge and all of the lines straight 
except for those following the outside curve of the token, as shown below: 





The one specimen of the reproduction, that I have seen, has been tumbled 
to®°age it and give it the appearance of wear and use.

FAKE AND/OR FANTASY: 


With permission of the originator, Clark Cooney, Sunnyvale, California, 
the following article is more information on the Anchorage, Alaska, #10, 
‘The Canteen Bar’ token, as reported previously in METCA MONITOR, Issue #2. 








Even though this newly-made token is not marked as a restrike, it is 
honestly felt that no deception was intended. Mr. Cooney advertised 
these restruck or fantasy tokens as such in Coin World, approximately 
2-15-71, offering the bronze at $2.50 and the silver at $10.00. Invoice 
#2395, dated 12-30-70 from Meyer and Wenthe, was written for 5060 pcs. 
bronze, 10 pes. silver and 500 pcs. of his own personal copper token, all 
the same size, 30 mm, all with the Alaska #10 obverse, ‘Native Copper’, 

2 new dies supplied by Meyer and Wenthe and retained by them, and all to- 
kens shipped on March 10, 1971. 


DO YOU HAVE THE ORIGINAL ? 


To get at the meat of the matter, the original dies, borrowed from Mr. 
) Cooney, show a decided difference. The lettering is smaller, at the top 
of the reverse die, between 11 & 12 o’clock, in the letter ’ of the word. 
‘THE? is a small hairline crack or die-break approximately 5% mm long, the 
| ¢ Sign is straight up and down and as long as the denomination figures of 
12%. Because of the noticeable flaw in the original die, Meyer & Wenthe 
made up 2 new dies, with decided differences, in order not to fool or 
cheat the collector into thinking he has the original. Any questions 
on the above may be referred to Clark Cooney, 374 E. Duane St., Sunnyvale, 
California 94080 and his own personal token is available for trade on other 
personal tokens.

A Mr. Terry du Pont III, P.0.Box 426, Fallon, Nevada 89406 wrote me a let- 
ter which I received on Nov. 18, 1971 in which he stated the following: 


-He has the only original Carbon, Nevada tokens he knows of and that 
he had 500 made for client gifts to his customers. He states that 
he can tell the originals from the ones he had made. He also states 
that he will not sell the Carbon, Nevada tokens in his possession 
which he knows are original. He states that he has quite a bit of 
history about Carbon, Nevada which he says was moved and relocated 
on 3 adjacent sites between 1887 and 1900. 


I have written to Mr. du Pont asking him to document the Carbon, Nevada 
location and file it with his attorney or with METCA. I have information 
that over a dozen different publications on Nevada ghost towns, old maps, 
the book ‘‘A Century of Nevada Post Offices, 1852-1957’’ by Frickstad 

and Thrall plus a Nevada authority on mines and mining for that state did 
not-confirm that a Carbon, Nevada ever existed. Mr. du Pont has either 
made a rare find or has created a fantasy that has cost collectors in 
Nevada a lot of time to try and solve. While awaiting Mr. du Pont’s 
reply, I’m asking the Nevada collectors to each send the Monitoring Com- 
mittee an estimate of how much time and money (also personal loss) they 
have spent in their Carbon, Nevada research efforts as a result of this 
token appearing on the market. The Monitoring Committee would like any 
U.S. mail (plus envelope it came in) that may have been received about 
the Carbon, Nevada token and if possible one of the tokens. We will 
want this information just in case Carbon, Nevada and its original token 
never existed.
